A threat of war was made by the 
president of China Monday on the eve 
of consideration by the League of Na- 
tions’ council in Geneva today of the 
Manchurian controversy between 
Japan and China. An unofficial con- 
ference of Chinese and Japanese in 
Tokyo was also considering the situa- 
tion. 2 

President Chiang Kai-shek threat- 
ened war against Japan unless the 
league obtained a “just settlement” 
for China. The Chinese president 
charged Japanese troops were occupy: 
ing Manchuria without justification. 

Chiang’s statement was not taken 
seriously in Japan, where a foreign 
office spokesman said it was merely 
an effort to force the league and the 
Iinited States to intervene in Man- 
churia. 

The foreign. office spokesman said 
that. the matter was one for Japan 
and China to settle, and that China 
must protect Japanese residents in 
Manchuria before soldiers would be 
withdrawn. Japanese and Chinese of- 
ficials, meeting informaily in Tokyo 
to consider terms of a settlement, did 
not comment on the war threat.

COURT DISSOLVES 
RUAD INJUNCTION 


Judge Hardeman Upholds 
Board in Award of. High- 
way Contracts. 


A temporary injunction against the 
state highway board, stopping the 
exectition of contracts for 25 miles 
of road in DeKalb, Brooks, Bulloch 
and Pelk counties, was dissolved 
Monday by Judge R. N. Hardeman, 
of the middle Georgia circuit, and 
the application of the Whitley Con- 
struction Cempany, of LaGrange, for 
ah interlocutory injunction was. re- 
fused. a 


Attorneys for the LaGrange com- 
pany, who appeared before Judge 
Hardeman at Louisville Saturday, 
said after the decision they would 
ask for a writ of supercedeas in order 
that the high court might pass upon 
the discretionary power of the high- 
way board in awarding contracts. 


J. E. Whitley, president of the 
company, charged that his bid was 
more than $16,000 under the suc- 
cessful bidders who were given con- 
tracts to build: the four projects. The 
company, in its petition for an in- 
junction, charged also that B. P. 
McWhorter, chief engineer, had con- 
spired to give the contracts to other 
than the lowest bidder and that Cap- 
tain J. W. Barnett, board chairman, 
had been “imposed upon” by other 
members and employes of the board 
while ill in a hospital. 

Whitley's bids, the board contend- 
ed, were rejected because they were 
irregular. The irregularity was as- 
signed to a letter accompanying the 
bid which Whitley maintained was 
for the purpose of clarification only. 

“Conceding,”’ Judge Hardeman said 
in a decision handed down at Swains- 
boro Monday, “that the letter had 
no effect whatever as a matter of 
law, it has a vital bearing on a ques- 
tion presented for the court’s determi- 
nation. 

“It cannot be said that the act of 
the highway bo&rd was illegal. It is 
trne that the general policy, and it is 
a sownd and economical policy, that 
in letting contracts for publie im- 
provements of any kind the 
should be let to the lowest and best 
| bidder. At the same time, there is 
/nothing in the law that makes it man- 
'datory on the highway board to ac- 
cept under all circumstances the low- 
est bidder.

“Concerning divorce, he says: ‘I 
believe it is fair and decent to grant 
divorces for desertion, for infidelity 
and for drunkenness, but beyond that 
we should not go.’ In this, Bishop 
Cannon misrepresents the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, which rec- 
ognizes only adultery as a ground for 
divorcee.

FURTHER POWERS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—()}— 
Drastic emergency measures have 
been recommended by President Mach- 
ado to the Cuban congress. 

The proposals reported today to 
the commerce department included one 
that the president be given full power 
to suppress judges or eourts or alter 
their decisions within his own discre- 
tion. 

Other outstanding proposals  in- 
uded : 


“After 60 days all guarantee de- 
posits in the Cuban treasury of in- 
Surance companies and all other com- 
panies must be in Cuban securities of 
money. 

“The president is empowered to col- 
lect 10 per cent on imports in sub- 
stitution of the present internal gross 
sales tax and the consular impost on 
documents is raised from 2 to 5 per 
cent. 

“The president is given control of 
immigration, regulating all entrancés 
to the island.”

MACDONALD DEFENDS 
SELF BEFORE LABUR 


EASINGTON, DURHAM, — Eng- 
land, Oct. 12.—(4)—In one of the, 
most eloquent appeals of his career, 


Ramsay MacDonald tonight, asked the 
Durham miners to send him back to 
the house of commons as a common 
laborer to help build the dam against 
national and world chaos. 

The prime minister bared Great 
Britain’s problems to his simple hear- 
ers, warning them especially of the 
dangers of currency inflation. He re- 
duced the complex problems of na- 
tional and international affairs to 
“simple problems of housekeeping— 
government housekeeping.” 

“Unless you make ends meet yon 
are going to chaos and destruction,” 
he said. 

Under the lash of criticism to 
which he has been subjected since he 
formed the national government,’ the 
prime minister, with passion and elo- 
quence that roused bursts of applause, 
declared his loyalty to ‘the cause of 
labor, 

“I haven’t changed a single iota 
of my principles,” he asserted. 

His birth dictated those principles, 
he said. They were in his bones and 
“I shall be labor at my death.” 

Replying to those who have ecriti- 
cized even his early work for the 
labor party, the prime minister men- 
tioned his wife, who has been dead 
many years, 

“In those days we had to pay for 
the postage of the labor party,” he 
declared. “We bought out of our 
own pockets—my wife and I—the 
very note paper upon which labor’ 
work was done. ) 
_“You borrowed our coal sétuttles to 
sit upon at labor meetings at our 
home. Now you criticize the men 
who exercised their will power and 
conscience in a time of national 
crisis.”

Mrs. Romie Carran, detained in con- 
nection with the slaying on September 
21 of her husband, Charles M, Car- 
ran, Jacksonville, Fila., accountant, 
was quoted tonight by authorities as 
saying she had not seen J. Earl Smith, 
sought as a material witness, since 
last July. 

Sheriff Ed Creel, of Campbell coun- 
ty, said, however, that he doubted her 
story. ay 

Carran was found beaten to death 
near a lonely country road not far 
from Fairburn early on the mornizg 
of September 22. Mrs. Carran told 
fox hunters who found her bound a 
short distance away that she and her 
husband had been attacked by negro 
highwaymen and her husband slain. 

Later, Creel said, she told officers 
a man kne~ only as “Bud” James had 
accompanied her to the vicinity on the 
day preceding the slaying to search 
for her 10-year-old daughter by a 
former marriage. spe 

The Carrans left Jacksonville on 
September 17, Creel said. On the same 
day Smith, a salesman, disappeared 
from his home there and has not been 
heard from since. a 

“Mrs, Carran’s description of James 
is. the same as that of Smith,” the

sheriff said, “and we believe th:t 
Smith, if ever found, will be able to 
throw much light on the case.” 

The sheriff said he attached im- 
portance to a detail of Mrs. Carran’s 
story of events preceding the slaying, 
in which a discrepancy had been 
found. 

“Mrs. Carran said she drew $200 
out of a bank in Jacksonville on Sep- 
tember 17. 

“This was the day Smith disap- 
peared. In Jacksonville I made a 
check and learned that she had with- 
drawn $300, and not $200. I asked 


her what had happened to the $100. 
She said she bought a dress, some 
hats and shoes and paid a servant 
at her house. I.found that the clo’h- 
ing was bought on credit and that the 
servant was-paid only several dollars. 
What happened to the $100 ”” 

The sheriff said Mrs. Carran told 
him she had “not been on speaking 
terms with Smith’ since last July. 
She said she had not communicated 
with him since that time. 

Mrs. Carran spends much of her 
time in jail reading and writing. She 
is held at the request of a coroners 
jury as an aceomplice or accessory. 

She is the only woman prisoner in 
jail and has a ward to herself, .The 
ward adjoins the men’s ward, and 
sometimes she and the other prisoners 
play cards between the bars, Creel 
said.

| Vulnerability, like conscience, makes 
| cowards of many Contract players. It 
is, of course, correct that with the 
added dangers wlfich winning a game 
brings in the way of incréased penal- 
ties for failure to make contracts, 
players should feel well assured of 
their. ability to make any contract 
On the other hand, 
the fact that they are liable for double 
penalties for failure to complete a 
contract has not changed in one par- 
‘ticular the values of the cards-they 
hold, although to wateh the timid 
tactics of many players you would 
feel that this were true. A Contract 
statistician has figured out, probably 
correctly, that when one side has won 


{a game and thus become yulnerable, 


the chance for the other sidé to win 
the second game and thus restore the 
balance is not even, as would ordi- 
narily be figured, but is three to two 
in favor of the non-vulnerable side. 
This estimate takes into atcount ex- 
pert play where timidity is not oP) 
posed to govern. It is unquestionably 
true that bold tactics by the non- 
vulnerable side frequently upset the 
plan of even strong vulnerable op- 
ponents. Take the hand below, played 
in a recent individual Masters’ Tour- 
nament in which twenty-five holders 
of national title competed.

Unless other clubs, which threaten 
a change. in managers during the win- 
ter season, reach down into the player 
ranks for new pilots, Fonseca will 
be the youngest manager in the ma- 
jors next year. He will be 32 years 
old in January. 

TO KEEP PLAYING. 

No announcement was made by the 
White Sox office as to the terms of 
the contract, but it was intimated that 
the new manager would continue to 
play on the team. Fonseca came to 
the Sox from Cleveland as a first 
baseman, but with Lu Blue playing 
that. position satisfactorily, the for- 
mer was shifted to the outfield. As 
long as Blue goes well, Fonseca prob- 
ably will do his playing in the out- 
field. 

Fonseca, one of the best hitters in 
the game, got his start in baseball on 
the sand lets of Oakland, Cal. Scouts 
from San Francisco found him. and 
he was given a chance with that club 
in 1920. He made good and was sent 
to the Cincinnati Reds where he star- 
red for four seasons. 

Physical handicaps and illnesses 
forced him out of many games, how- 
ever, and the Reds finally turned him 
over to the Phillies. He batted .319 
with them, but was sent to Newark. 
He batted .381 with Newark, and 
again earned a chance in the majors. 
Cleveland got him and he batted well 
over .300 for the Indians from the 
start, winning the American league 
batting championship in 1929 and re- 
ceiving the “most valuable player” 
award through the Associated Press 
poll . 

INJURIES HAMPER. 

Injuries forced him to the bench 
during most of the 1930 campaign. 
Then, last May, the Indians traded 
him to the White Sox for Third Base- 
man Willie Kamm.

(?)—The stupor which § has closed 
over Thomas A, Edison became more 
pronounced today as the aged inventor 
neared a state of coma which his 
physician said would precede death. 

“Mr. Edison,” said Dr. Hubert S. 
Howe, is “definitely failing from day 
to day, but it is a very gradual 


loss.” 

The inventors usual attempt to 
smile when Mrs. Edison has entered 
the sick room was missing this morn- 
ing and Dr. Howe said the inventor 
made no effort to signify either by 
tonal or physical expression that he 
recognized the physician. 

During a 72-hour period . ending 
this morning, the physician said Mr. 
Edison’s only nourishment had been 
six teaspoonfuls of stewed pears. He 
has taken no fluids in a week. 

This fact, Dr. Howe asserted, is 
allowing the uremic poisoning which 
is the most potent of the four dis- 
eases destroyed the inventor’s life, to 
spread through his body. Fluids are 
more necessary to counteract the 
poisoning than food, he explained. 

Dr. Howe’s bulletin at 10:30 a. m. 
was as follows: 

“Mr. Edison's great vitality and 
strong heart. are still standing him in 
good stead. He is definitely failing 
from day to day, but it is a very 
gradual loss. He had a comparatively 
good night.”
